In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 227 of 
the Constitution of India and all other powers enabling it 
in that behalf and with the previous approval of the 
Governor of Kerala conveyed in G . O . (Rt.) No. 1575 /2013 / 
Home, dated 11 -6 - 2013 , the High Court of Kerala hereby 
makes the following rules : 

1. Title . — These rules shall be called “ The Kerala 
subordinate Courts (Inspection by Presiding Officers and 
Chief Ministerial Officers) Rules, 2013” . 

2. Date of Commencement. — These rules shall come 
into force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette . 

3. Definitions. In these rules unless the context 
otherwise requires; 

(i) “ State ” means the State of Kerala. 
( ii) “ High Court” means the High Court of Kerala . 

( iii) “ Subordinate Court ” means all Civil and 
Criminal Courts in the State under the Superintendence 
and control of the High Court . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 123 
of the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 , the High Court 
of Kerala hereby appoints the Honourable Mr. Justice 
T. R . Ramachandran Nair as a member of 
the Rule Committee in place of the Honourable 
Mrs . Justice K . Hema who has retired from service .

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(iv ) “ Presiding Officer” for the purpose of these 
rules shall be the Presiding Judge having administrative 
control over the office of the Subordinate Court 
concerned . 


Explanatory Note 
( This is not part of the notification , but is intended 
to indicate its general purport.) 


(v ) “ Chief Ministerial Officer” for the purpose of 
these rules shall be the Sheristadar or Junior 
Superintendent, as the case may be , in charge of the 
office of the Subordinate Court concerned . 


An instance had come to the notice of the High 
Court wherein several charge sheets presented by the 
Police before a Court of Judicial Magistrate 
were not taken on file and registered in time. It was felt 
that such instances can be avoided if the concerned 
Presiding Officers inspected their office periodically . The 
above rules have been framed with the objective 
of creating a mechanism whereby the Judicial Officers are 
required to compulsorily inspect their respective Offices 
periodically. 


(vi) “ Year” for the purpose of these rules shall be 
the Calendar year. 


4 . Inspection of Subordinate Courts by Chief 
Ministerial Officers . — It shall be obligatory on the Chief 
Ministerial Officers to inspect the office of their 
respective Courts every month and to ensure that rules 
are complied with strictly and correctly . A report of such 
inspection shall be submitted to the Presiding Officer 
concerned immediately after the close of inspection .

5. Inspection of Subordinate Courts by Presiding 
Officers . — It shall be obligatory on every Presiding Officer 
to inspect his court once in every three months to cross 
check the monthly inspections made by the Chief 
Ministerial Officer and to see by himself and to ensure 
that rules are complied with strictly and correctly. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 122 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central Act V of 
1908 ), and of all other powers hereunto enabling it in 
this behalf, the High Court of Kerala , after previous 
publication in the Kerala Gazette No. 13 , Vol. II , 
dated 26 - 3 -2013 and with the previous approval of 
the Government of Kerala conveyed in G . O . (Rt.) 
No . 1576 / 2013 /Home, dated 11-6 -2013 , hereby makes 
the following amendments to the Civil Rules of 
practice, Kerala , namely : 


AMENDMENT 


In the said rules , 


6 . Submission of Inspection Reports . — The Presiding 
Officers shall submit the quarterly inspection reports 
(after keeping a copy with them ) to the Principal District 
Judge/ Chief Judicial Magistrate of the District concerned . 
The Principal District Judge/Chief Judicial Magistrate 
shall make a consolidated , quarterly report with their 
remarks to the High Court on receipt of all the reports 
from the Presiding Officers under his control. Such reports 
shall be sent to the High Court not later than the 30th of 
the month succeeding the quarter.

7. Processing of the consolidated reports . — The 
consolidated reports received in the High Court from the 
Principal District Judges/ Chief Judicial Magistrates shall 
be dealt with in the High Court by the Inspection Cell 
and shall be placed before the Administrative Judge 
concerned for scrutiny as expeditiously as possible .
